Facing a $5.6 million 
short fall in provincial gov- 
ermment funding for-this 
year, the Hastings County 
Board of Education handed 
out layoff notices to 30 per 
cent of its stall. 

The notices were handed 
outlast Tuesday to 341 full 
time‘and 187 part-time em 


ployees out of a workiorce 


of 1,750. 

Locally, Madoc Public 
School saw 17 of its 30 
teaching staff receive no 
tices. If all these teachers 
were terminated it would 
mean the school would be 
without a librarian and re 
maining teachers would be 
responsible for teaching 
music and physical educa- 
tion for theirown class. The 
elimination of junior kin. 
dergarten also will reduce 
the overall number staff 
available at the school, 

In an interview, Princi- 
pal Murray Spencer said that 
if the school losses all of 
these current staff they will 
be losing some of the young- 
est employees who a. 2 en- 
ergetic and talented. To find 
work in teaching, they will 
have to take their talents 
elsewhere, he said. 

The loss not only affects 
the school, but the commu- 
nity as well because a 
number of the teachers live 
in the area and shop locally, 
Spencer said.

The Drug 
Programs Branch reviews 
each request and notifies 
the physician of the dect- 
sion in about two weeks. 
Step twouin the process ts 
for people who are not eh- 
gible for the Ontano Drug 
Benefit Plan to apply for 
reimbursement from the 
Trillium Drug Program 
(TDP). (Senior citizens and 
social assistance recipients 
are covered for their entire 
drug costs by the Ontario 
Drug Benefit Plan.) 
Individuals may also 
want to look at the timing 
for thei drug purchase. The 
TDP requires people to pay 
a deductible, which 1s based 
on net income, before they 
become eligible for the pro- 
gram. The deductible must 
be paid during each gov- 
ernment fiscal year, For 


example, if a person's de- 
ductible was $1,501 and the 
person started buying the 
drug in January, she/he 
would have to pay out 
$1,501 before she/he would 
be eligible for the TDP. 
Then in April--the start of 
the governments new fiscal 
year--she/he would have to 
pay another $1,501 before 
she/he again became eligi- 
ble for the program.

Yet Paul died because 
some fool mucked around 
with acrucial warning sign.

as a result. Paul is only the _ 


first - that we know about. 

Yet the Minden four 
killed themselves by ignor- 
ing the most basic 
snowmobiling safety rules. 
But when I hear about the 
deliberate water-skipping 
that goes on, the almost 
cavalier way that some guys 
talk about deép-sixing their 
own sleds and the oblivious 
way many nders venture 
out onto unfamiliar ice, es- 
pecially at night, it’s no sur- 
prise that some die. 

Yes, the media treated 
snowmobiling very fairly in 
reporting these drowning 
deaths. But I sull had to grit 
my teeth in frustration at 
having our sport put into the 
headlines unnecessarily by 
more irresponsible behav- 
iour, at having the few taint 
the many. Again. 

From the media reports 
and pictures, those guys in 
Minden epitomized what 
organized snowmobiling 
has been trying tolivedown 
for years. The non- 
snowmobiling public had 
their sixties-rooted 
misperceptions of our sport 
reinforced: a bunch of 
drinkers joyriding old 
clunkers and to hell with 
the consequences. Minden

ronto Sun, and not a trail 
permit in sight anywhere. | 
thought those days were 
long gone. 

This season, organized 


snowmobiling released a, 
comprehensive safety study. 


that details in irrefutable fact 
and number the whys and 
wherefores of 
snowmobiling accidents. 
The data conclusively con- 
firms the high risk behav- 
iours that kill: impaired rid- 
ing; excessive speed;' rid- 
ing on highways; riding on 
ice; riding after dark. And 
especially any combination 
of the above. It’s all there in 
black and white. Now add 
sign theft/vandalism to that 
death list. 

So why do the fatalities 
continue? Because a care- 
less few deliberately make 
stupid choices contrary to 
all reason, against over- 
whelming evidence and 
counter to the rules of the 
road. Given that the On- 
tario Federation of 
Snowmobile Clubs and The 
Ontario Snowmobile Safety 
Committee are doing eve- 
rything in their consider- 
able power to get the safety 
message out and by all ac- 
counts have succeeded ad- 
mirably, I see only three 
solutions left. 

One, each rider has to 
take full responsibility: for 
his or her own actions. 


Two, each of us has to speak 
up and say “NO!” when our 
riding companions take un- 
necessary risks or when we 
see anyone vandalizing our 
trails. Three, all riders must 
support safer snowmobiling 
by buying an OFSC trail 
permit. 

In this final column of 
the season, | implore each 
reader to share this article 
with other snowmobilers, 

articularly your friends and 
oved ones. Please talk about 
safe snowmobiling, good 
choices, pérsonal responsi-

A majority of students 
from Centre Hastings Sec- 
ondary School held an or- 
ganized walkout, last Mon- 
day, to protest the recent 
teacher layoff announce- 
ment by the Hastings 
County Board of Education. 

In an interview, Princi- 
pal Jan Hay said about 90 
per cent of the students 
walked out of the school to 
protest. Students twice 
marched to protest in front 
of, the office of Hastings- 
Peterborough MPP Harry 
Danford, Hay added. 

Before the organized 
walkout began, a few stu- 
dents were seen protesting 
outside the school. Mem- 
bers of the Student Council 
asked the students to come 
into the school and discuss 
their protest. 

Following the discussion 
between the protesting stu- 
dents, Student Council and 


Principal Hay the students 
decided to hold an organ- 
ized and supervised walk- 
out. 2 
Hay said that the students 
did not receive any Suspen- 
sions or detentions for their 
actions. She said that she 
had to respect the students 
right as a body to organize 
an orderly protest, and it 
“didn’t make sense” to hand 
out punishment to almost 
the entire school. 

The senior students were 
rumored to have had a walk- 
out planned for last 
Wednesday, but nothing 
came of it. Hay said the 
administration would have 
had to take action against 
the students had they de- 
cided to hold a second walk- 
out. She added that she 
could respect a group's ac- 
tion just once and there is 
continuing conversation

Pregnant woman critical 
of slippery street curb 


To Whom It May Con- 
cern: 


On Friday, March 22, 
1996 at 12:15 p.m., | was 
downtown shopping with 
my two-year-old daughter. 
I had just come out of Dou- 
ble “E” Fabrics and was 
about to cross the street at 
the cross walk when my 
daughter started to rundown 
the sidewalk. 

I was able to catch her 
and was going to cross the 
street in front of The Front 
Street Bar and Grill. My 
daughter slipped down the 
snow-covered curb and | 
followed her. | am seven 
and a half months pregnant 
and when I landed, I landed 
full force onto my stomach. 

I could not get up for a 
few minutes and when I did 
I could not breathe. The 


baby was pushed into my: 
kidney and up into my lungs. 


My back hurt, my sides and 
legs hurt and, of course. my 
stomach hurt. 

When I got home my 
husband called the town 
office and talked to a gen- 
tleman. All the person said 
was “that they were waiting 
for the snow to melt and 
there were noplans toclean 
the curbs.” 

After the call we had to 
get a baby sitter and ‘then 
drive to Belleville General 
Hospital. Campbellford’s 
hospital does not have the 
resources to help pregnant 
women. My doctor was on 
call this day and he put me 
on 4 monitor to check the 
stress and heartbeat of. the 
baby. | also had a check up. 
Thankfully, everything was 


okay, | was inpain, but from ~ 


what the doctor could tell 
the baby was fine. | do have 
to g0 and see Dr. Adu-Poku 
fora follow-up to make sure 
everything is-okay¥ 

1 was feally surprised that

the man on the phone was 
not more sympathetic and 
also that the streets were 
not being cleaned up. Just 
letting the snow melt would 
.make the curbs even worse 
if it was to get cold again. 
The melting snow would 
tum to ice. 

All winter my friends and 
i complained about the way 


" the streets were being main- 


tained. They have small 


children also, and though’ 


they may not have fallen 
over the curbs, it was still 
difficult to manoeuvre 
strollers and walking chil- 
dren. Eventhe sloped curbs 
at the comers were snow 
and slush covered for most 
of the winter. 

If next winter the curbs 
and sidewalks are not 
cleared regularly after a 
snowfall, I willbe doing my 


shopping in another town’ 
that does clear the snow: 


from the roads and 
sidewalks. 

I would think after the 
Full Market Assessment 
was broughtin and my taxes 
were raised along with a lot 
of other people and the pur- 
chase of anew plow that the 
town would somewhere. 
somehow have the money 
to clean up the snow, slush 
and ice properly rather than 
“just letting it melt.” 

By doing this there 
would be at least one per-

It is 
often associated, with 
cataplexy. Cataplexy usu- 
ally affects 90 per cent of 
those desenbed as having 
narcolepsy. and consists of 
a sudden loss of muscle tone 
provoked by a strong emo- 
fron such as laughter, an- 
ger, or surprise. Cataplexy 
usually lasts for less than 
one munute and varies. in 
seventy-from a mild sensa- 
tion of weakness. to head 
nodding or complete 
postural collapse 

During these attacks the 
patient remains conscious 
and memory 1s not impaired. 
The two remaining charac- 
feristic symptoms of 
narcolepsy, hypnagogic 
hallucinahons and sleep

Compost material 1s con- 
sidered an excelicnt source 
of orgariic matter and pro- 
vides a source of nutnents 
important for crop growth 

Compost is a good source 
of carbon and helps improve 
soil structure and porosity 
and assists m the movement 
of water and air in the soul. 
Many of the nutrients are 
released slowly over the 
course of several years as 
material breaks down Icav- 
ing a longterm benefit to 
crop growth. 

The major nutnents in- 
clude nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium with the con- 
tent varying depending on 
the initial raw materials, 
management and age. When 


ying ost to soil, it 
aye laden Soi the nutn- 
ents scarphed do not exceed 
the crops’ requirements. 
The application rate 
would depend on the nutn- 
ents in the compost and the 
amount required by the 
crop. Commercial compost 
used must meet stand- 
ards outlined by the Minis-

Energy under the “Interim | 


Guidelines for the Produc- 
tion and Use of Aerobic 
Compost in Ontano.” 
These guidelines are in 
place to limit the concen- 
tration of toxic metals and 
other potential contami- 
nants which may be present 
in the compost.

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The key to successful, 
problem free composting 1s 
quite simply -- take respon- 
sibility for it. A well-man- 
aged composter (afew min 
ules each week) wall pro- 
duce 4 great amendment for 
your lawn or garden with- 
Out creating problems for 
you. 

Here are three simple 
steps you can follow that 
will keep the process ot 
composting simple and help 
you to find success while 
minimizing problems: 

1) Collect food scraps 
in a container in the 
kitchen. When the pail is 
full, take it out to the 
composter and empty it. 

Remember to avoid food 
scrups such as meats, bones. 
fish, dairy products, oil. 
grease or fat, especially if 
you are new tocomposting. 
While these things will 
break down, they can cre- 
ate problems such as odours 

or fly infestation. 


2) Use a pitch fork or 


similar toolto mix the food - 


scraps that you just added 
into the material that's in 
the composter. 

By doing this you are 
achieving two things 
Firstly, you are burying 
tresh food scraps so that 
they: will not attract fru 
flies. Secondly, you are pro- 
viding a key ingredient -- 
oxveen, imto your 
composter, [tis a lack of 
oxygen that is the most com- 
mon cause of composter 
problems. — 


3) Sprinkl’ somé ‘dry 
leaves over top of the ma- 
terial in your composter. 

Again, you achieve two 
things by doing this. You 
are providing extra cover to 
discourage odours and fly 
infestation. Secondly, you 
are adding a source of car- 
bon which is necessary to 
balance off the high ‘nitro- 
gen content of the food

You'll find a wide selec- 
tion of windows sold 
through building-materials 
dealers and home centers. 
You'll want to look for win- 
dows that feature solid con- 
struction, energy efficiency 
and low maintenance for 
your busy lifestyle. Your 
choice is critical in ensur- 
ing beauty. as well as per- 
formance. 

For anumber of reasons, 
many homeowners are 
choosing window frames 
made of vinyl over those 
made of primed wood, wood 
with vinyl or aluminum 
cladding, or aluminum. Of- 
ten, vinyl windows are less 
expensive than traditional 
wood or wood windows 
with vinyl or aluminum 
cladding. Vinyl windows 
also effectively block heat 
escape, which occurs 
through gaps and cracks in 
wood frames. Unlike wood, 
vinyl windows don’ trequire 
painting, saving you time 
during installation, as well 
as costly maintenance down 
the road. 


While aluminum win- 
dows are generally the least 
expensive windows, their 
disadvantages are aesthet- 
ics and energy efficiency. 
Heat flows readily through 
the frame from indoors to 
outdoors, making the indoor 
side of the window feel cold. 


This problem applies even 
to aluminum frames that are 
“thermally broken,” i.e., 
have insulation between the 
intenor and exterior parts. 
(Aluminum is fine, though, 
to reinforce horizontal 
members of large win- 
dows.) 


If you decide the low 
maintenance andenergy ef- 
ficiency of vinyl windows 
appeal to you, check out the 
following details. And, re- 
member, not all vinyl win- 
dows are created equal: 

* Welded comers are air- 
tight and watertight and 
won't pull apart after expo- 
sure to heat and cold. 

* For increased energy 
efficiency, look for Low-E/ 
Argon glazing, which helps 
keep the house warmer in 
winter and cooler in sum- 
mer. 

* Consider double-pane 
windows, which also slow 
heat flow through a win- 
dow, nearly halving the heat 
loss that can occur through 
a single pane. 

* R-value measures a 
window ’s resistance to heat 
flow. so the higher the R- 
value. the greater the insu- 
lating performance. 

* U-value measures the 
actual heat transfer through 
a window’ s frame and glass, 
so a lower U-value means 
the window is insulating 
more efficiently.

grees. Check the tilt fea- 


tures out on a couple of 


different brands. 

* Installation ease may 
be a factor if you're doing 
the replacement work your- 
self. Look fora frame depth 
of at least 31/4 inches ‘or 
one that may not be as deep 
but is offered with an ac- 
cessory - a drywall return 
or wood return - that snaps 
on to the frame and brings 
drywall or wood flush 
against the window, so you 
won'thave to caulk or trim. 

* Check the warranty. 
Ten years for glass and life- 
time for vinyl are reason- 
able. The warranty should 
be nonprorated. 

Choosing windows is of- 
ten acomplicated exercise. 
Following these tips should 
help you through the pur- 
chase process and ensure 
your new windows willcon- 
tribute to your comfort and 
savings throughout the year.

Making old furniture beautiful 


Antiquing is simply a: 
two-tone effect made by 
brushing on a base coat of 
paint, adding a special toner 
glaze, and wiping it so as to 
create a streaked, antique 
effect. Antiquing is alsoone 
of the fastest refinishing 


methods because the old : 


paint or finish does not have 
to be removed. 

The most convenient 
way to antique is to buy the 
paint and glaze in kit form. 
There are many brands 
available, and they are sold 
in any paint store. The base 
paint comes in different 
colors orin wood tones. The 
glaze is usually a darker 
tone that will complement 
and highlight the base color. 
The average kit has enough 
paint and glaze todo achest 
or two chairs, so buy ac- 
cording to the size of your 
project. Other items needed 
are a 1-1/2 inch nylon-bris- 
tle brush, sandpaper in 
coarse, medium and fine 
grades, a block of wood to 
wrap the sandpaper around 
SO It iS easy to handle, x 
piece of cheesecloth, and a 
bottle of mineral spirits.

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You should Start by tak- 
ing off all the hardware. 
Remove drawers, , Shelves, 
etc. If the wood isn't natu- 
rally worn, you may want to 
add some scratches and 
dents. Do this by hitting the 
wood with a heavy tool. 
Used furniture should be 
cleaned with an ammonia- 
and-water solution, then 
rinsed with clear water and 
allowed to dry thoroughly. 

Proper sanding is the key 
to a professional-looking 
job. It ensures adhesion of 
the paint, and also makes 
the wood look ‘older and 
more timeworn. Start by 
sanding heavily with the 
coarse grade, then follow 
with the mediam grade. 
Smooth all corne?s and 
edges. Finish with the fine 
grade. Then dampena cloth 
with muneral spirits, and 
wipe off all surface dust. 

Sur the base paint thor- 
oughly. Unfinished wood 
will require two coats (the 
first coat seals the wood) 
while the old wood just 
needs one coat. If the piece 
has legs, turn itupside down 
and paint the legs first; then 
do the top. Apply the paint 
generously, working itonto 
the wood by brushing in all 
directions. Finish the area 
with long, even strokes, and 


feel the paint on with the 
grain of the wood. Allow 
the painttodry according to 
the directions. 

Sur the glaze thoroughly; 
then brush it on in a thin 
layer. Do carved areas and 
inm first, so they absorb 
more glaze. To assure a 
light, thin coat, spread each 
brushful as far as it will go 
before dipping the brush 
again. Wait 10 to 30 min- 
utes, or until the glaze be- 
comes sticky. When the 
cheesecloth, begin to wipe 
the surface lightly in long, 
even strokes. Wipe more 
heavily in places where you 
want extra highlights. Hard- 
to-reach areas can be wiped 
with a cotton tip. Work 
fairly quickly, but not so 
fast that you spoil the ef 
fect. (If you think you will 
be interrupted when work- 
ing, its best to brush on and 
wipe the glaze one section 
at a time. Glaze must not 
dry before being wiped.) 

Walk around the piece 
as you wipe, working from 
both the front and back. This 
helps avoid an unnatural 
slanted work to the wipe 
marks. When finished, al- 
low the glaze to dry thor- 
oughly, usually overnight. 

' You may also want totry 


some special antiquing et- 


fects with the glaze (we 
Suggest you experiment first 
on a ptece of scrap wood to 
see if you Itke the effect) 


GRAIN: To make vari- 
ots woodgrain effects, do 
the wiping with fine steel 
wool, a terry towel or even 
a piece of carpeting. An- 
other method ts the dry 
brushing technique. Put 
some glaze in a pan and, 
using a cheap bristle brush, 
pick up a tiny bit of the 
glaze on the bristles. Brush 
this on in long. straight, but 
regularly spaced lines 


SPATTER: Use a sult 
toothbrush, and dip the 
glaze (do this sparingly or 
you will have splotches). 
Run your thumb or a pencil 
over the brush so a fine 
Spray 1s spattered over the 

, Surface. 


MARBLE: Apply a 
heavy coat of glaze; then 
crumple a large piece of 
plastic wrap, and lay it 
lightly on the surface. Pat 
the plastic lightly with a 
cloth to make sure the wrin- 
kles and air bubbles will 
show up. Then pick up the 
plastic quickly and care 
fully, making sure not to 
drag it in the glaze

Across Ontariw the bell 
is tolling to herald the death 
of many bright, promising 
careers and of education in 
general as we know it. 

Massive cuts in the edu- 
cation budget, which will 
certainly exceed the pro- 
jected $400 million, are re- 
sulting in a province-wide 
amputation of the brightest 
and best of our teachers and 
there is more devastation 
around the corner.

How will you feel when 
your child with a special 
need has nowhere to go and 
no help is available? How 
will you feel when there are 
absolutely no extra-curricu- 
lar activities--no sports, no 
music, no art? Can you, or 


your child, cope with abso- 


., 


lutely no help or support 
\because the teacher is just 
too overworked and too 
tired? Can any of us pay the 
price of having our children 
so poorly educated that even 
basic skulls are glossed over? 
Is it acceptable that chil- 
dren in Ontario will be sig- 
nificantly behind children 
from other provinces? 
Historically, Ontario 
provided an education sys- 
tem that was second tonone. 
In most respects our chil- 
dren were the best educated 
and the best equipped to 
deal with the future. It will 
not be so when Mr. Harris 
has finished with his cuts.

Cancer Centre responds to patient’s concerns 


Dear Editor: 


Thank you for the op- 
portunity to respond to sev- 
cral ictiers trom cancer pa 
hients praising the services 
at the Quinte Thousand Is- 
land Lixige, andexpressing 
their concerns about staff 


reductions and elimination’ 


of food service 

Please accept my assur- 
ance that the management 
and staff of the Kingston 
Regional Cancer Centre 
(KRCC) and our parent or- 
ganization, the Ontario Can- 
cer Treatment & Research 
Foundation (OCTRF), are 
proudeot the services pro- 
vided at the Lodge, and will 
endeavour notonly to main- 
tain, but improve these sery- 
ices m the future. 

Allof the issues involved 
in the recent restructuring 
announced at KRCC have 
been under discussion for 
several months. In fact, spe- 
eilic proposals have been 


discussed at four levels: the 
KRCC Budget committee: 
the KRCC Executive Com- 
mittee; OCTRF manage- 
ment and the KRCC/CUPE 
Staff Planning Committee. 

Managers of KRCC de- 
partments concemed, were 
asked not only to operate 
within a smaller financial 
envelope but to improve 
their services at the same 
time! None of the measures 
announced, including re- 
ductions in Lodge staffing 
and elimination of food 
services, were decided upon 
in a casual or careless man- 
ner. 

KRCC patent care teams 
are sensitive to the support- 
ive care requirements of 
patients and have mecha- 
nisms in place to identify 
those in financial need. 

For the small number of 
patients who are ex perienc- 
ing financial hardship, 
KRCC staff have always 
and will continue to pro- 


~ 


vide for their needs includ- 
ing food, shelter, transpor- 
tation, medication, and any 


other necessity. Therefore, 
for these patients the cost of 


food service 1s not an issue. 

Those patients who are 
financially able to look af- 
ter their requirements will 
find the food service in the 
KGH cafeteria, or other area 
ouulets to be inexpensive, 
nutntious and comfortable. 

The admission criteria 
for the Quinte Thousand 
Island Lodge have been, and 
continue to be, restricted to 
those patients capable of 
performing activities ‘of 
daily living without assist- 
ance. 

For almost all of these 
patients, the distance be- 
tween the Lodge.and the 
Centre, or the Centre and 
the KGH cafeteria should 
not present a problem. 

After all, the KGH caf- 
eleriais accessible by a tun- 
nel on the same level

In poor weather, KRCC 
has always provided taxi 
transportation between the- 
Lodge and the Centre and 
this provision will ensure: 
that patients can get the

Patients whose physical 
limitations threaten their 
nutritional status will be eli- 
gible for hospital admission 
for comprehensive medical 
and supportive care. - , 

For those patients who 
are physically challenged 
by the distance between the 
Lodge and KRCC or the 
cafetena, special arrange-, 
ments will be made to bring 
them to the food or the food 
to them directly. 

Special nutritional re- 
baal will be met by 

¢ larger and more exten- 

sive dietary facilities avail- 
able in KGH Food Services 
Department. The cafeteria 
menus are larger, with more 
choices and backed up by 
professional dietary staff 
unavailable in the Lodge. 

The camaraderie and 

conviviality of shared ex- 
periences including meal 
limes is very important to 
optimize the psychosocial 
welfare of cancer patients. 
KRCC has requested that 
KGH. Food Services set 
aside a special area of the 
cafeteria for the evening 
meal hour so that cancer 
patients from the Lodge will 
be able to eat together. 

The cafeteria ts well-de- 
signed in this respect, and 
should be able to provide , 
the same cozy and comfort- 
able atmosphere as had been 
available in the Lodge din- 
ing room. 

Furthermore, KRCC has 
invited the Canadian Can- 
cer Society to enhance vol- 
unteer services in the Lodge 
to make new and better use 
of the dining room area as a 
lounge and amenities cen- 
tre. 

Overall, we expect not 
only to maintain the quality 
of the Lodge experience, 
but in fact to improve it. 

The shrinking financial 
environment in the public 
and health sectors has re- 
quired diligent and créative 
review of all aspects vf the 
total care given to patients 
in our Centre. 

Our restructuring plans 
have taken into account 


‘technical changes, improve- 


ments in process and strate- 
gic planning for future re- 
quirements. : 

I cannot pretend these 
changes have been met with 
enthusiasm at all levels in 
the Centre, but those who 
have objectively examined 
the_process generally con- 
clude that KRCC will con- 
tinue to fulfil its mission for 
cancer control in southeast- 
erm Ontario. 5 

I hope this information 
is helpful to understand the 
recently announced 
changes at the Centre.

Although it’s unclear how 
these new video sysiems 
will be wired, by incorpo- 
rating both category 5 com- 
puter wire and coaxial ca- 
ble into your wiririg scheme, 
it is a safe bet you won'te 
need to rewire your office 
down the road.

Leave the back 
open, so the wiring and tub- 
ing from your aquarium’s 
pump and filter can be 
Stored out of sight. 

In addition to the reflec- 
tor, you also will need a 
good filter, since goldfish 
are rather messy. Your 
dealer can help with a se- 
lection. 

Even though you don't 
heed a heater, it's a good 
idea to use a thermometer 
to make sure the water tem- 
perature does not rise be- 
yond 80 F. 

Arecentdevelopment in 
thermometer technology is 
the liquid erystal digital 
thermometer, which affixes 
to the outside of the 
aquarium, yet measures 
most accurately the water 
temperature. 

If you are going to keep 
a lot of fish, you also will 
want a separate air pump in 
addition to the filter t6 add 
more oxygen to the water.

Just in case I've caught 
the interests of a few horse 
lovers, but not necessarily 
owners, | would also like to

There may be a few things 
you will find interesting or 
helpful. 

As forall the horse own- 
ers, here’s hoping I will be 
able to pass on a few tips to 
you, in addition to keeping 
you informed about all the 
local horse rides, events and 
shows.

throughout the region. 

“This collection is con- 
sidered by many to be the 
single most important ar- 
chival collection inthe com- 
munity,” Ms Cooper says. 

“Toour knowledge there 
are only six collections in 
the country that are in any 
way comparable but few 
provide as comprehensive 
coverage of their respec- 
tive communities, espe- 
cially from the 1920s to the 
early forties.” 

Despite its “historic sig- 
nificance,” Ms C “Ooper says 
the collection is “at risk and 
could be lost to our commu- 
nity.” 

The risk factors included 
having the collection sold 


to an outside party, selling , 


off parts of the collection or 
having it damaged, de- 
stroyed by fire, water im- 
proper handling and stor- 
age or other environmental 
factors. 

A 1994 fire at the Moody 
Blue store above the collec- 
tion has caused extensive 
water damage to 5,000 
negatives. 

Only a “quick response 
by the fire department anda 
local disaster management 
team ensured that nota sin- 
gle image was lost or de- 
stroyed this time,”’ Ms 
Cooper said. 

“But this near disaster 
underscores its vulnerabil- 
ity.” 

She says the acquisition 
committee is committed to 
making sure the collection 
stays in Peterborough as a 
“public trust” for posterity 
and that it is accessible to 
the public. 

To obtain the collection 
they must raise $350,000 
by May 31 and the cam- 
paign commitiee is ap- 
proaching each municipal- 
ity in Peterborough County 
and asking for a contribu- 
tion of $500. 

“Your commitment to 
this campaign will be an- 
other indication of the value 
you place on community 
heritage,” Ms Cooper said 
in her letter.

C.H. Community Trust wishing to form board |

The formation of a board 
that will be asked to encour- 
age organization participa- 
tion and to solicit funding 
commitments is the next step 
for the Centre Hastings 
Community Trust. 

A meeting to discuss the 
formation of a community 
trust for the Centre Hast- 
ings area, which includes 
the villages of Madoc, Stir- 
ling, Tweed and Marmora, 
as well as the surrounding 
townships, was held last 
Wednesday night at the 
Huntingdon Township Hall 
in vance. 

A meeting to form a 
board has been tentatively 
set for May 22 at the 
Huntingdon Township Hall 
in Ivanhoe at 7 p.m. 

Three meetings have 
been held on the formation 
of a Community Trust fund 
for the area. The last meet- 
ing was held on Feb. 20. A 


provisional board was 
formed at that meeting, but 
everyone who committed to 


that board was absent from 


Wednesday's meeting be- 
cause of other commit- 
ments. The original meet- 
ing to discuss forming a 
community trust was held 
on Dec. 6, 1995. 


Those in attendance of 


Wednesday's meeting 
were interested in how the 
community trust worked. 
Eric Fry, director of Hast- 
ings County Social Serv- 
ices told the audience that 
a community trust could be 
advantageous for the area 
because it would enable the 
groups to double the money 
that goes out to help those 
in need. Under the trust 
format the money pooled 
by the church organiza- 
tions, service clubs, etc. that 
participate will be matched 
by funding available 
through the provincial and

It was part of 
the Beaufort Sea. Some 
Inuit children were swim- 
ming. He went in with them. 
Concern was expressed for 
his safety. After all this was 


the Arctic!! But, after 20 
minutes Vic came out. For 
him, he was perfectly nor- 
mal!! Miracles: never 
cease!! 

From there they flew to 
an Indian settlement of 
some hundreds of people. 
Eileen met them and took 
them on a tour, using, you 
guessed it, anopen van. Will 
wonders never cease!! 
Quite a Christian commu- 
nity ts located here. Eileen 
told them that they had four 
churches, the Anglican, the 
Pentecostal, the Baptist and 
the Roman Catholic. She 
was a Baptist. Family mem- 
bers did not necessarily go 
to the same church.

Seating in Wheelchair 


It 1s especially important 
for the disabled individual 
to be seated in proper align- 
ment because 

* he or she may be spend- 
ing long periods of time 
seated in the wheelchair, 
and may not have the abil- 
ity to adjust position. Com- 
fort is vital 

* if there are pressure 
spots resulting from the 
uneven distribution of 
weight, pressure sores may 
develop. These can be ex- 
tremely painful and/or de- 
bilitating. 

* spastic patterns of mus- 
cle contraction are self per- 


_ petuating, and may in fact 


promote more spasm. Posi- 
tioning so that the patterns 
of spasticity are inhibited, 
as much as possible, allows 
for maximum functioning 

* muscle weakening may 
allow the forces of gravity 
to distort muscle develop- 
ment and promote shorten- 
of some muscles and 
stretching of others. Proper 
positioning can eliminate or 


“lessen the pull of gravity or 


even usc it to advantage, so 
that future deformity is pre- 
vented 

Therapists involved in 
the prescription of wheel- 
chair and seating systems 
have several aspects.of pos- 
ture that are checked when 
looking at the appropriate- 
ness of a particular configu- 
ration 

If you are aware of some 
of these areas, you may be 
able to realize when’ you of 
someone you care for is not 
seated well. Itis wise at that 
point to seek professional 
assistance 


Are hips symmetrical? 


If the hips are not sym- 
metrical (equally balanced) 
and centred properly in the 
chair, the rest of the body 
will accommodate accord- 
ingly. There are several fac- 
tors that can contribute to 
symmetrical hips. 

One very simple one is 
the habit some women have 
of placing their purse be- 
side them in the wheelchair 
seat, thus displacing them- 
selves sideways. This can 
be simply counteracted by 
finding some other ways to 
carry the purse (such as a 
wheelchair bag on the back, 
or a side bag), or perhaps a 
bolster on the other side to 
counteract the purse. 

Another factor that con- 
tributes to the symmetry is 
the tendency of wheelchair 
seats to “‘hammock’’, thus 
making even weight distri- 
bution very difficult. There 
are several approaches to 
dealing with this problem. 
The vinyl seat can be re- 
placed with a solid, padded 
seat. There are also cush- 
ions which have been de- 
veloped with a contoured 
bottom which fills in the 


promote the lumbar curve. 
If this pad is too thick or 
large, however, it will not 
have the desired effect, but - 


be more apt to push the per- . 


son forward 

Another approach is to 
raise the height of the foot- 
rests slightly to raise the 
level of the knees. Then add 
a small wedge to the front 
of the chair. This hélps 
maintain comfort with the 
knees raised, and to keep 
the hips back in place. It 1s 
important that attention be 
paid to the position of the 
hips when the individual 
first sits or is seated in the 
chair so that the hips are 
well bent and properly 
tilted. 

Finally, one of the most 


effective ways to keep the 
hips anteriorly tilted (tilted 


forward so that the curve of 
the back is maintained) is to 
recline the chair so that 
gravity assists in keeping 
the hips in place. This also 
assists in reducing the pres- 
sure on the buttocks. A 10 
degree tilt in a chair will 
decrease the pressure on the 
seat by 50%. 


Elevating footrests 


Elevating footrests is of- 
ten seen as the answer to leg 
swelling. In fact, this is not 
the most effective way to 
alleviate the problem. Leg 
swelling responds better to 
frequent shifts in leg posi- 
tion. In fact, leaving the legs 
static and elevated for ex- 
tended periods of time may

Ifthe pelvis is posteriorly 
tilted backward so that the 
small of the back is flat, 
then the rest of the body 
will accommodate by C 
stretching the lower back Ng MARTIN 
muscles (possibly causing 
back pain), rounding the 
back and shoulders, and .

Clubhead design 


Clubhead design is a very expansive area with many 
varied opinions. To make a sound decision about which 
type of club to buy, you should know the cause and effect 
on ball flight or the “‘feel’’ differences associated with the 
various head design categories. 

The accompanying table will unlock many mysteries 
of clubhead design and hopefully clear up some of the 
myths that abound in golf. This table is for comparisons 
and should be used when considering the basic clubhead 
design types in relative performance terms only.

3 ditioning program. 


As we know with our 
own bodies, sweat acts as a 


- -built-in air conditioner. By 


releasing water, it is actu- 
ally pushing out the excess 
heat. Therefore, sweat is a 
**good”’ thing. 

However, there are dif- 
ferent forms of sweat, since 
they all come from differ- 
ent levels within the body. 
The first reserve is the clos- 
est to the skin; it is a water- 
based sweat designed for 
cooling. This sweat feels 
like water and is odourless. 
As long as you are within 
this level, everything is fine. 
But, since everything has 
an exception, you must also 
remember that sometimes a 
horse has to be “‘taught”’ how 
to sweat. Young horses or 
horses not used to a lot of 
work may actually be very 


hot and tired but not show 


any excess water; listen to 
their breathing instead. 

If the first level of sweat 
is used up, the body will” 
move {6 the second level. | 
look at this as a reserve to 
the reserve; however, it is 
not necessarily intended for 
this purpose. Therefore, it 
has a different consistency: 
asticky or ‘‘thick”’ feel to it, 
in addition toa mild to strong 


smelly odour. If your horse ~ 


““stinks’’, this is probably 
why. I figure it is because 
it’s coming from deeper 
within the body. This is 
probably agood time to slow 
down. the pace. 

The next stage is actu- 
ally very dangerous to the 
horse’s body. It is a white or 
grey foamy substance 
which is often mistaken for 
“‘just dirt’’. Dirt and water 
make mull. Not foam. Your 
horse is telling you its body 
is way too hot to continue. 
This foam usually appears 
around the tack or between 
the hind legs. 

If othe gd between the 
egs, and all other signs are 
okay, it may just be from 
rubbing.

because these are the hot- 
test areas, requiring the most 
cooling. Because your horse 


is still hot and must expel 


heat somehow, it digs 
deeper inte the body in 
search of another liquid. 
A researcher from the 
Guelph Equine Research 
Centre told me it was quite 
possible the body may pull 
from the liquid reserved for 
keeping the eyes wet. There- 
fore, we get foam because it 


is performing a duty it. 


wasn t designed for. If this 
foam is allowed to persist, it 
could actually affect the 
horse’s cyesight. At this 
point, it is strongly sug- 
. gested you dismount, re- 
move your tack -- if possi- 
ble -- and hand walk your 
horse until it is fully cooled 
Don’t be afraid to let 
your horse drink on the 
trail. Keep its body reserves 
full. If the horse is losing a 
lotof sweat, water is a must. 
As long as you are continu- 
ing your ride, let your horse 
drink as much water as it 
wants. In fact, réward the 
behaviour. (Walk for a dis- 
tance afterward to avoid a 
stomachache). Your horse 
can dehydrate, too, you 
know. If the animal's sides 
are “‘tucked’’ or ‘‘caved in”’ 
at the flank, this can be an- 
other sign that water is 
needed. If you are putting 
your horse away or plan to 
tie it, only ten swallows of 
water at a time and then 
hand walk for 2-3 mihutes. 
If you watch its throat you 
can count the movements. 
Keep doing this until the 
horse doesn’t want any 
more. 


Another way to keep 


your horse’s mouth and 
throat moist is to allow it to 
grab leaves as you pass a 
tree, or stop at a grass patch 
and allow a few bites. A dry 
mouth and throat can be 
very uncomfortable, so 
don’t allow it to happen. 
Chris -and I bite- 
sized carrots and have 
taught our horses that when

A 
lack of carbon (or too much 
nitrogen} 1s also a common 


cause of composter prob- 
lems.
